Petty, 32 years old. who was re- 


turning to America from Paris with 


his sister, Mrs. 8. A. Boles, of Lex- 
ington, Ky., committed, suicide by 
jumping from the French liner 
Paris, officers of the line an- 


nounced today. 
Petty had been studying at the 
Sorbonne in Paris for two years, 


and -was returning to join the fac- 


ulty of Columbia University. It 
was On Friday, the second day out 
from Havre, that Petty was walk- 
ing with his sister on the sun deck. 
He leaned over the rail to watch 
the wash created by the propellers, 
and suddenly threw off his over- 
coat and leaped overboard. 

Mrs. Boles said her brother had 
been highly nervous since coming 
aboard the vessel and she was con- 


sidering having him plated in the 


ship’s hospital. She was confined. 
due to the shock, to her cabin dur- 
ing the remainder of the voyage. 
She said she feared the shock 
might kill their aged mother in 
Lexington.

10-YEAR SENTENCE 


EX-GOV. M'GRAY 
RELEASED FROM 
FEDERAL PRISON 


Former Indiana Executive 
Is Freed on Parole After 
Serving 3 Years and 4 
Months. 


WAS FOR MAIL FRAUD 


U. S. Board Had Recom- 
mended Release and No 
Protest Was Made, Attor- 
ney-General Says. 


By the Associated Press. 
ATLANTA, Ga., Aug. 31.—War- 


ren T. McCray, former Governor 
of Indiana, was realeased from the 
Federal penitentiary on parole to- 
day at 12:51 p. m., after serving 
three years and four months of a 
10-year sentence fer “use of the 
mails in furtherance of a scheme 
to defraud.” 


Release came soon after Deputy 
Warden A. C. Aderholdt received 
telegraphic instructions - from 
Washington. 

With McCray as ..e left the pen- 
itentiary grounds were William P. 
Evans, his son-in-law, Indianapo- 
lis attorney, who resigned as Ma- 
rion County prosecutor when 
charges were preferred against the 
former Governor, John Moorman, 
an old friend and member of the 
Indiana State Prison Commission, 
and Roltaire Eggleston, local the- 
atrical man, formerly of Indianap- 
olis. 

“This is the happiest day of my 
life,"’ said the former Governor as 
he stopped to chat with newspa- 
permen. “My only amibition is to 
get back to the dearest family in 
the world and to hold my two lit- 
tle grandchildren on my i § knees. 
One of them I never have seen.” 

McCray referred to one grand- 
child born since he entered prison. 

“IT would not, of course, have en- 
tered here voluntarily,” he said, 
“but I do not count the experience 
lost. Through my work in the 
Sunday school in which more than 
600 were enrolled, I feel that I 
have helped many men to ‘go 
straight’ after they leave here. 

“I have received many letters 
from former friends .of mine here, 
with whom I had talked earnestly 
while they were prisoners, telling 
me their association with me had 
helped them go straight. That 
would make any man feel his life 
had not been wasted. 

“I am in better health than when 
I entered, and have lost considera- 
ble surplus _ flesh. I suppose, 
though, I shall have to watch my 
appetite hereafter or I will get it 
all back.”’ 


Parole for McCray Does Not Re- 
store Civil Rights. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—Tele- 


graphic instructions were sent to 
Warden Snook of the Atlanta. Peni- 


tentiary today by the Department 
of Justice ordering the immediate 
release on parole of former Gov. 
Warren T. McCray of Indiana. 

McCray today rounded out three 
years and four months in the pris- 
on and this period made him eligi- 
ble for parole. He was sentenced 
in 1924, to 10 years after convic- 
tion on charges of using the mails 
to defraud. 

Friends of McCray had been 
trying unsuccessfully to secure a 
pardon by President Coolidge on 
the grounds that the 62-year-oid 
prisoner: was in poor Health. 

The parole release does not re- 
store McCray’s civil rights. They 
ean only be returned to him after 
Jan, 26, 1931, when his term would 
have expired with time off fcr 
good tehavior. Restoration, how- 
ever, can be granted in the mean- 
time by the presidential pardon 
or through issuance of an execu- 
tive order. 

Besides his 10-year sentence, 
McCray was fined $10,000 but the 
Department of Justice will not 
press its collection. 

McCray’s wife, son and daughter 
live in Indianapolis and he ig ex- 


ing his sentence he taught a Sun-, 
day School class and also edited 
for a time the prison publication, 
“Good Words.” Much of his term 
he acted as advisor on the prison 
honor farm. 

Will Return to Indianapolis. | 

McCray will return to Indianap- 
olis with William P. Evans, his 
son-in-law, who went to Atlanta 
last week. Evans was Marion 
County. prosecutor at the time the 
grand jury indicted McCray on yn. 
bezzliement and forgery charges. He 
resigned almost immediately and 
the State case was dropped after 
the former Governor had been con- 
victed in Federal Court. 

When he returns to Indianapolis 
it will mark the first time he has

CONSTANTINOPLE 


Schlee and Brock Fly From 
Belgrade to Turkish 
Metropolis, 500 Miles, in 
7 Hours, 15 Minutes. 


ALEPPO, SYRIA, 
IS NEXT STOP 


American Airmen Have 
Covered 3950 Miles in 
Their Globe-Circling Tour 
of 19,110 Miles.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 31.— 
The American round-the-world 
mo.%plane, Pride of Detroit, pilot- 
ed by William S. Brock and Edward 
F. Schlee, arrived at the airport 


here from Belgrade, Jugo-Slavia, at 
11°45 o’clock this morning (3:45 
a. m. St. Louis time). 

The flyers will remain here over- 
night and continue, their trip to- 
morrow. Aleppo is their next stop. 


By the Associated Prees. 

BELGRADE, Jugo-Slavia, Aug. 
31.—With one world’s record to 
their credit—from Harbor Grace, 
Newfoundland, to Belgrade in four 
days—the American aviators, WIl- 
liam §. Brock and Edward F. 
Schlee hopped off for Constanti- 
nople this morning in continuation 
of their globe-circling venture. 

The start was made at 4:30 a. m. 
(8:30 p. m. Tuesday, St. Louis 
time) and there was no official 
farewell, but their plane, the Pride 
of Detroit, was accompanied for 
some distance by an escort of three 
Jugo-Slav military machines. 

Prevented from continuing to the 
former Turkish metropolis yester- 
day a.ternoon by the receipt of ad- 
verse weather reports after their 
arrival here from Munich, Ger- 
many, the Americans made all their 
preparations for an early hopost | 
before retiring last night. 

They found maps for the next 
few stages of their flight all ready 
for them, provided by Capt. Son- 
dermayer, Jugo-Slav ace, who also 
gave them a number of valuable 
personal pointers, he having trav- 
ersed part of their route earlier in 
the year. 


Show No Signs of Fatigue. 


Brock and Schlee’ show little 
signs of fatigue. Their plane also 
appeared in first-class condition as 
it roared away. The aviators ex- 
.pressed the hope of making the en- 
tire world trip without replacing 
the engine at Tokio. 

After covering the 600 miles to 
Constantinople their route will take 
them to Aleppo, Syria; Irak, and 
thence to Bender Abbas, Persia, on 
the way to India, » 

Five hundred miles were added 
to the record of the Pride of De- 
troit yesterday, when the American 
aviators landed at Belgrade. They 
had intended to fly to Constantino- 
ple, 1000 miles from Munich, but 
they encountered rain and fog, and 
they decided to come down here. 

Belgrade Welcomes Airmen. 


Belgrade gave them a vg wel- 
come. They navigated by an earth 
inductor compass, and also fol- 
lowed the Danube River when visi- 
ble. Brock and Schlee feel they 
have made good time. Their speed 
at times yesterday was well over 
100 miles an hour. They slowed 
down at times because of the fog 
to get their bearings. 

They visited the American lega- 
tion at Belgrade and were guests 
sof the Jugo-Slav Aero Club at a 
dinner, 

From the time they started their 
round-the-world flight at Harbor 
Grace, Newfoundland, Saturday 
morning, until they reached Bel- 
grade, shortly after noon _  yester- 
day. Schlee and Brock covered 
3450 miles in a little less than 36 
flying hours. The hop from Bel- 
grade to Constantingple added 
500 miles to the distance covered. 
leaving them with about 19,110 
miles still to go before they com- 
plete.the circle of the globe at 
Harber Grace. , 

They covered the trans-Atlantic 
hop from Newfoundland to Croy- 
don. Englend. in 23 hours 21 min- 
utes, landing Sunday morning at 
10:35 o’clock. Their next leg was 
to Munich, Germany. They left 
Croydon at 8:32 a. m., Monday and 
reached the Savarian capital at 
4:05 p. m,

Mrs. Brown, formerly Marian 
Bleakley, was born in a hospital 
in St. Louis in 1903 and was so 
frail she was placed in the incu- 
bator exhibit at the world’s fair 


there. Another woman had be- 
come a mother in the same h®ds- 
pital at the same time and one 
of the babies died a few minutes 
after birth. Mrs, Charlotte Bleak- 
ley was told that her baby had 
died. 

Mr. and Mrs. James G. Barclay 
of Moline, Ill, adopted the child 
in the incubator. 

Some months later Mrs. Bleakley 
was told by a nurse that a mis- 
take had been made and she was 
the mother of the living baby. 
Then began a series of kidnapings 
and court proceedings that con- 
tinued for eight years before a 
final agreement was reached that 
the child rightfully belonged to 
Mrs. Bleakley. 

Mrs. Bleakley, after she actually 
was given full control of the 
child, went to the State Teachers 
College at Emporia. She has been 
teaching in the Topeka schools for 
many years, Her daughter grad- 
uated from the Topeka high schoo!

280 MILES AN HOUR 
ON SECOND TEST 


Lieut. Williams Credited With 
Beating Previous Day’s 
“Mark by 5 Miles. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—Lieut. 


Alford J. Williams, America’s hope. 


in the Schneider Cup races in 
Venice next month, took his mys- 
tery ship up for another 15-minute 
trial spin at Port Washington, L. l., 
yesterday and attained an unoffi- 


cial speed even better than that 
which experts say he made the day 
before. After the flight Monday 
Odis Porter, official timer of the 
National Aeronautic Association. 
estimated Lieut. Williams had 
made about 275 miles an _ hour. 
After the flight last night Porter 
said he was certain the seaplane on 
its second flight had attained a 
speed of about 280 miles per hour. 

If the estimate is correct the 
epeed made by Lieut. Williams’ sea- 
plane exceeded the seaplane record 
established fast fall at Norfolk by 
Maj. Mario Di Bernardi by 22 
miles. The world speed record for 
a land plane is 278.48 miles per 
hour, established by Bonnett, 
French aviator. 

Everything is now in shape for 
the official test flight over the 
speed course, when Lieut. Williams 
hopes to attain a speed of about 
300 miles an hour.

FOR $144,285 IN CRASH 


State Says They Knew George 
J. Breaker’s:-Personal Notes 
Were Worthless. 


The State Finance Commissioner 
today filed suit at Clayton to re- 
cover $144,285 from the officers 


agd directors of the closed State 
Bank of Allenton, St. Louls County, 
which went to the wal] Jan. 
last. The State contends this 
amount was wrongfully taken from 
the bank’s assets by the manage- 
ment. 

Most of the items specified in 
the suit were withdrawals made at 
the instigation of George J. Break- 
er, fugitive St. Louls lawyer, whose 
alleged wildcat operations at the 
bank led to its ruin. Breaker’s 
personal notes, which the Finance 
Commissioner asserts the bank of- 
ficers knew were worthless, 
amounted to $12,570. 

Spurious notes substituted for 
other assets according to the peti- 
tion amounted to $53,035. It is 
alleged that the bank's officers al- 
lowed Breaker to sell them $26,- 
500 worth of spurious Fee Fee 
Creek and Sewer District bonds, 
J n. 4, 1925. The petition charges 
that on No. 5, 1924, $9500 worth 
of bonds were wrongfully diverted 
from the bank’s assets and that on 
June 17, 1926, securities worth 
$43,000 were sold for worthless 
notes, 

The men named as deféndants 
are R. E. Wengler, president of 
the bank; George Gross, vice presi- 
dent; Fred Rettker, cashier, and 
George Jordan, Charles Sherrin, 
John Devine and George Renne- 
berg, directors. The law firm of 
Ralph & Baxter of Clayton is.rep- 
resenting Finance Commissioner 
Cantley in the suit.

DAYS THIS YEAR 


Only One St. Loujs Sum- 
mer in 54 Years, That of 
1915, Averaged Cooler 
Than Present Year’s. 


There have been only 13 days 


in the three montns of this sum- 
mer, ending today, when the ther- 
mometer reached 9 degrees or 
higher in St. Louis, and only 37 
days of the 92 when it went to 85 
degrees or higher. 

The average temperature here 
since June 1 has been 73.6 degrees 
and only one summer on record 
here, 1915, has had a lower aver- 
age, 72.9. The normal average for 
June, July and” August is 77.1. 
Hence this season’s average has 
been 3.5 degrees below normal. 

All this lends proof to the “cool 
summer” theory, and the figures 
coincide with the facts that blan- 
kets have been more popular for 
sleeping than park lawns, while 
swimming pools and outdoor the- 
aters have suffered a loss of at- 
tendance. Some Weather Bureau 
data about each of the _ three 
months follows: 

Weather Bureau Figures. 

August—Had 10 days of 85 
or higher, but only one in the 
$0’s—Aug. 6, when the mercury 
reached 91. Maximum temper- 
ature of seven days ranged from 

70 to 75. The daily minimum 
temperature never exceeded 72 
and on the third went as low as 
53. the bottom reading of the 
season. Average temperature for 
the month, this year, was 72.0 
compared with a normal! of 
77.5. Only one August has been 
cooler, that of 1915, with an 
average of 70.4, in the 54-year 
records of the local Weather 
Bureau, 

July—Had 20 days of 85 or 
higher, including nine of'90 or 
higher. Lowest maximum tem- 
perature for a day was 78, July 
23, but on all but one day of 
the month the minimum was 75 
or below, going as low as 56. 
July had the hottest day of the 


whole season, 97, July 28, com- 

pared with a maximum for last 

summer of 100 on two days of 

August. Average temperature 

for the month was 1.1 degrees 

below normal. 

June—Had seven days of 85 
or higher, including thre in the 
low $0’s. Maximum tempera- 
ture of eight days ranged from 
65 to 71, six of these staying 
in the 60’s. On 28 days the 
minimum was 75 or less, going 
as low as 54. Average tempera- 
ture for the month was 3.8 de- 
grees below normal. 

Some Comparisons. 

Besides this year, there were 13 
days each of temperature of $0 or 
higher in 1915, 1910 and 1906. in 
St. Louis, while 1891 had 11, there 

ere seven in 1875 and the record 
minimum of five in 1904, World's 
Fair year. 

Some persons have the idea that 
this summer has been wet, but only 
7.98 inches of rain fell in the three 
months, compared with a normal of 
10.56. August, however. had 2.60 
inches, against a normal] of 2.66. 
There were nine days this month 
with .01 of an inch or more of rain, 
the heaviest precipitation, .95 of an 
inch, coming on the thirteenth. The 
wettest August on record here was 
in the coolest summer, 1915; rain- 
fal] that month was 11.43 inches, 
including one downpour of 7.30 
inches in 40 hours that accompa- 
nied a West Indian hurricane and 
floods in this section. :

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BRENTWOOD TRUSTEE 
VOTE DOWN FEE SYSTEN 


Gas and Darkness Fail to Pre- 
vent Action Fought by 
Mayor Withrow. 


Two matters of business were 
transacted in the course of a stormy 
meeting of the village Board of 
Trustees of Brentwood, which last- 
ed several hours last night. 

Edward J: Burke, leader in & 
clean-up movement which has 
drawn to him support of the Pro- 
gressive party, although that group 
has been trying to oust him from 
office, resigned with the expressed 
hope he would be appointed to 
succeed himself. in vindication. A 
motion by Burke for repeal! of all 
ordinances providing fees for the 
Police Judge, marshal and depu- 
ties was carried. 

Brentwood long has been a tar- 
get of criticism because of the ac- 
tivities of its fee-paid traffic po- 
licemen, and there has been much 
internal dissension over contro! of 
the Government. 

As many residents attend- 
ed the board meeting in the City 
Hall. They hadn't been there 
long before a false fire alarm from 
another section of town called the 
Fire Department away. with a re- 
sultant exodus of the people. The 
gathering reassembled, only to have 
the lights extinguished by a hood- 
lum. This was repeated several 
times, usually when Burke had 
the floor. After half an hour. 
someone surreptitiously flooded the 
room with some sort of gas which 
brought copious tears to every- 
body’s eyes. As a fina) disturb- 
ance the report of a garage holdup 
in the neighborhood was circulat- 
ed, but investigators who rushed 
out found the place closed. 


The board, in spite of opposition 
of ite chairman, Mayor W. A. With- 
row, passed a motion by Burke di- 
recting City Attorney J. T. Baird to 
draft an ordinance for next week's 
meeting to repeal all fee ordinances 
and substitute salaries for the Po- 
lice Judge, marsha! and deputies. | 

Then Burke resigned, attributing 
his action to the fact that the Pro- 
gressive party has pending a suit 
to oust him and to ill-feeling he 
said had existed between him and 
Withrow for five or six years. He 
sdid if the board should appoint 
him to fill the vacancy caused by 
his resignation he would deem it 
an indorsement of his activities. 
This matter was not taken up last 
night, but Burke can probably 
command a majority of the board 
for this. Withrow wants to vote 
on the question, although he ts 
supposed to vote only in case of a 
tie, and hgs asked the City At- 
torney to determine whether he can 
vote. Baird thinks he cannot. 
Burke declared he had resided in 
Brentwood 24 days more than a 
year when elected last spring. but

TO BUY LAMBERT FIELD 


Albert Von Hoffman's Proposd® 
to Mayor Miller Will Go to 
City Counsellor. 


An offer of Albert von Hoff. 
mann, printery owner and head of 
an aircraft company, to advance 
$60,000 to the city for the purchase 
of Lambert-St. Louis Field as «@ 
municipal airport, was received to- 
day by Mayor Miller. 

The Mayor said he would refer 
the offer to the, City Counselor as 
to its legal phases, and that he is 
favorably disposed toward it. 

Von Hoffmann proposes to ad- 
vance the money for not more t 
two years, and if not repaid*at 
the end of that time, he stipulates 
that the air field shall become his 
property. The proposal, as stated 
in his letter, is: 

“If the City does not reimburse 
me for this and any other money 
advanced under its direction, title 
to the field will pass to me, with- 
out expense to the City, at the end 
of two years.” 

“This is the first proposal. to 
put up any real money for «an 
airport,” Mayor Miller said of Von 
Hoffmann’'s offer. “The City has 
no funds to buy the field outright, 
and I don’t know whether a bond 
issue for the purpose would pdas. 
It may be possible to take up Mr. 
Von Hoffmann's proposal, and I 
shall ask the City Counselor's 
opinion as soon as Counselor 
Muench returns to the city. 

“T still don’t see how the city 
is going to acquire the site. for a 
Innding field within the city lhm- 
its. Thot vill tate a lot of money.”

Liberia, 5000 Miles Away

Accidental Pickup of Message in New Jersey 


Communication— 


Government Utilizes It. 


Special to he Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—Like 
many another discovery or-inven- 
tion, the opening up last week of a 


new line of wireless communication 
between this country and the Re- 
public of Liberia, 5000 miles away, 
was largely a matter of accident. 
Nevertheless it never could have 
happened had it not been for the 
perserverance and enthusiasm of a 
young amateur wireless operator. 
He is George F. Gaede, 27 years 
old, son of a wealthy silk manufac- 
turer of Paterson, N. J. While he 


is in business with his father’s firm, 


perimenting with his wireless 
ceiving and transmitting sets. 

He began experimenting at the 
age of 13 and two years later, in 
1915, he received his amateur 
transmitting license from the Gov- 
ernment. He lives at Haledon, 
about three and a half miles from 
Paterson, his home being one of 
the show places of the vicinity 
about 500 feet above sea’ ' vel. 

Has Indoor Antenna. 

fis radio room is at the top of 
the house and is about 15 feet 
Square. He uses a Hartley circuit 
of a power of 75 watts. The un- 
usual thing about his set ts the ‘in- 
door antenna which is strung 
around the ceiling. 

His first communication with the 
little African Republic came Aug.

In sending to Liberia he is em- 
ploying a 40-meter wave length and 
the signals from the other end 
come back so loud that sometimes 
he can hear them on the loud 
speaker.

So far Gaede has succeeded in 
getting in communication with Li- 
beria every time he tried, which 
Was every day. except Tuesday 
last week. He usually does it from 
9:30 p. m. on and he continues for 
about two hours. 

On Monday he was the medium 
for an exchange of messages be- 
tween Edwin Barclay, Secretary of 
State of Liberia, and Secretary of 
State Kellogg. During the week he 
has done the same service for sev- 
eral business firms in New York. 
There has been considerable diffi- 
culty recently in transmitting cable 
messages to that country. It usual- 
ly takes three days to communicate 
through that medium. 

According to Gaede, a new wire- 
less station is now being construct- 
ed in Monrovia, capital of Liberia.

PECIL'S RESIGNATION 
MAY AFFECT LEAGUE 


Leaders Fear His Withdrawal 
From British Cabinet Will

GENEVA, Aug. 31.—Viscount 
Cecil’s withdrawal from-active par- 
ticipation in the League of Nations 
as a result of his resignation from 
the British Cabinet has delivered 
what is considered the hardest blow 
the organization has received, espe- 
cially when coupled with the with- 
drawal of Henry de Jouvenal, 
French delegate. 

Lord Cecil's resignation, it is be- 
lieved by political leaders, will 
force the issue as to whether the 
League is to continue as a political 
factor in European diplomacy. 
Meanwhile, it is hoped here, the 
Viscount will fight for advance- 
ment of the League’s interest as a 
private citizen. 

His withdrawal is not surprising, 
since he was most unhappy in his 
post for two years. His first dis- 
illusionment came when he was 
utilized by his party as a smcke 
screen at the opium conference.

IN CHICAGO SCHOOLS 


Mayor Thompson’s Investigator 
Says Textbooks Are Anti- 
American and Pro-British. 


By the Associated Presa, 
CHICAGO, Aug. 31.—American 


histories used in Chicago public 
schools were denounced an anti- 
American, pro-British and “gross- 
ly distorted” In ah exhaustive re- , 


port filed with Mayor Thompson 
today. 

John J, Gorman, former Con- 
gressman, who was commissioned 
by the Mayor to investigate the 
textbooks, seid he found they “omit 
facts, and distort and minimize 
many of the real characters, events 
and ideals hitherto held sacred to 
American history.” 

The report followed the suspen- 
sion, under charges of insubordina- 
tion, of William McAndrew, Super- 
intendent of Schools, whom Mayor 
Thompson has assailed as the 
“stool pigeon of King George,” and 
the instigator of alleged anti- 
American teaching tn the schools. 

Sinister Alterations . 

“The recent sinister alterations 
in a score of the text books.” Gor- 
man reported, “by which our agp- 
nals are perverted, our heroic 
fathers defamed and their ideals 
and achievements grossly distorted 
to the public school children of 
Chicago, obviously could not have 
occurred by mere coincidence.” 

Gorman discussed McAndrew’s 
wgrk in New York City as Assist- 
ant Superintendent of Schools. 
There, the report said, “mvsterious 
influences” almo:t caused his 
appointment as head of the text- 
book division of the New York 
schoo] system. 

Under McAndrew, continued the 
report, the New York schools 
“were flooded with a pro-British 
history.” After an investigation 
the history was thrown out of the 
New York schools, the report went 
on, and McAndrew came to head 
the Chicago schools, where the his- 
tory objected to in New York “was 
substituted rapidly for other his- 
tories.” 

Sees Pilot to Undermine Patriotism. 

Gorman contended that through 
the history texts installeq here Su- 
perintendent McAndrew was teach- 
ing Chicago high school youths 
“subtle falsehoods designed to dis-

Louis I am writing to ask that some- 
thing be done to protect the stranger 


who travels to the Meramec River by 
way ef Ellisville to Castlewood. The 
road for at least one-third of the way 
runs paraljel to a very deep ravine, at 
times 25 febt deep, with a bluff on the 
opposite side of road. . Weeds hide the 
ravine and no stranger knows it drops 
off sharply. Hence a week hardly goes 
by without a machine having to be 
pulled out of the ditch. Why cannot the 
County Road Commission place guard 
rails to warn people of the danger as 
they do on the highways?

SAMUEL SEAWALL’S DIARY.
